Windom seemed to be that silver could 
not be remonetized, except by the 
joint action of the civilized nations, 
and that until such joint action could

lated. He believes in a limited par- 
chase of silver and the issuance of cer- 
tificates redeemable in coin or, upon 
demand of the holder and in the dis- 
cretion of the Secretary of the Treas- 
ury, tedeemable in bullion. In other 
it he believes in the Windom 

ill. 

“*But the dav before I left Washing- 
ton the Presidant sent for two Sena- 
tors and told them that he wished the 
silver bill to go through as a party 
measurs, and that he was willing to 
waive redemption in bullion and sign 
a bill providing for the purchase 
$4,500,000 worth of silver per month, 
upon which certificates were to be is- 
sued ; these certificates to be a legal 
tender. 

‘I infer, however, from tbe bill that 
has been passed that this compromise 
suggested by the President was not ac- 
cepted by enough Republican Senators 
to enable it to pass asa party meas- 
ure. Bad blood has been stirred up 
by protracted discussion and debate, 
and the Senators from Colorado, Mon- 
tana and Kansas probable determined 
to force a vote upon free coinage. It 
is possible that other complications 
arose after 1 left, but the good judg- 
ment of Senator Teller can be trusted 
not to imperil the cause of silver, and 
possibly fearing that the House might 
juggle with this compromise suggested 
by the President, he and his assuciates 
may have concluded to take an ex- 
treme position in order to make more 
sure of ultimate success.

‘Tn an interview which I had with 
the President he complained of the 
delay of Congress in passing a silver 
bill, and said very expressively that it 
should be passed early and planted 
with the crops. I told him such a bill 
would have been passed long ago had 
it not been for the hostility of the Ad- 
ministration, and he interrupted me 
by saying that no man in the country 
was more friendly than he to silver, 
that his friendship was shown by his 
advocacy of a system which would 
maintain the parity of the silver cer- 
tificates with gold, whilst the ectreme 


men proposed to walk on 
and to force 


a bill which might and _prob- 
ably would cause silver and 
gold to part company, thus causing 


the gold to go out of the country and 
the silver of the world to come in. 
We discussed the matter at some 
length, and I subsequently wrote a let- 
ter to him on the subject. But I won’t 
trouble you with details. I merely 
state what I have in order to do justice 
to the President, who is, I am con- 
vinced, animated by a sincere wish to 
utilize silver very laigely, though he 
is mistakeo in his method.”’ 

Mr. Newlands spoke in most com- 
plimentary terms of the speectes of 
Senators Stewart and Jones, which 
he declared were the best 
ever delivered by either. The per- 
suasiveness of Jones and the comhat- 
iveness of Stewart made a very strung 
team. 

‘*By the by,’’ said Mr. Newlands, 
‘“*T don’t think Nevada is doing justice 
to Bartine.. The Silver Committee 
thought well of his work, and General 
Warner told me that he regarded him 
as the best informed man on the silver 
question in the House Committee on 
Coinage. Had it not been for his 
work the House bill would not have 
been shorn, as it was, of many of the 
objectionable features recommended 
by Windom. Of course he hesitated 
to cut himself off from the party or- 
ganization at the start, though later on 
he did so completely: But I can well 
understand how a firm and self-reliant 
man would hesitate and temporize, 
hoping that eventually the party would 
come right. You must remember that 
it is not a mere question of courage ; it 
is a question of judgment. 

‘“‘The man who refuses to vote with 
his party on a measure which is sought 
to be pushed as @ party measure, is 
ostracized and his usefulness to his 
constituents almost ended. The 
Speaker will refuse to recognize him. 
He can hardly have the opportunity to 
address the House except by the cour- 
tesy of some Democrat who grants 
him a part of his time. The adminis- 
tration looks on him coldly. He is 
without influence or ability to aid his 
constituents or to press measures for 
their benefit. Asamatter of judgment, 
only extreme cases will warrant such 
a course. The necessity finally became 
apparent and Bartine was as firm as 
any one.”’ ;

‘‘T am, however, firmly convinced 
from my interview with the President 
that the President is friendly to silver, 
and that his tenacity with reference to 
bullion redemption is due to his desire, 


as he expresses it, to anchor the value 
of the certificates to the commercial 
values of the world in order that silver 
and gold may not part company in 
this country. He has ascertained, 
however, that the men of the West 
regard bullion redemption with sus- 
picion as a measure that may lead to 
the ultimate demonetization of silver, 
the retirement of the certificates issued 
for the bullion, and the throwing of the 
accumulated bullivn upon the markets 
of the world: Whilst President Har- 
rison does not share in these fears as 
to the effects of the bullion redemption, 
he has finally yielded to his opponents 
in the matter. I am of the opinion 
that now a compromise measure wil] 
be finally agreed upon by Congress 
upon the lines suggested by the Presi- 
dent, with the possible snbstitution of 
45,000,000 ounces of silver for the 
$4,500,000 worth, and the striking out 
of the clause in regard to bullion re- 
dem ption. 


THE PROBABLE EFFECT. 


‘What effect upon the success of 
the Republican party in the West will 
the opposition of Ton Reed and others 


in the House have ?”’ 

‘I do not think it will have any 
serious effect if a satisfactory bill is 
passed, and I think this will be the 
case, But if a satisfactory silver bill 
does not go through this Congress, [ 
fear the effect on the party in the West 
will be disastrous.”’ 

‘‘Will the compromise suggested 
by President Harrison satisfy the 
West?” 

‘‘As a progressive step, yes, if 4,500- 
000 ounces of silver are substituted for 
$4,500,000 worth. The advantage in 
this will be that it will provide for the 
purchase of a fixed quantity of silver, 
and that the quantity will not dimin- 
ish as the price of silver goes up, 
and thus in a measure retard its ad- 
vance.”’

“Will not the enactment of such 
a law send the price of silver away 
up?’ 

There will, I think, be a gradual 


advance in the price, and I believe 
that silver will go back to its old value 
— $1 29 per ounce. This wil! not hap- 
pen, of course, if the increase in price 
results in any large increase of the 
production. But I don’t think there 
is any surplus of silver in the world 
that can be forced upon us, although 
the President has some such appre- 
hensions, and I have no fear of pro-

WINDOM’S POSITION. 


“‘ Now that I am out of the heart of 
discussion, I think I ought to say that 
I don’t regard Secretary Windom as 
unfriendly to silver, although the sil- 
ver committee has been fightiag his 
measure. It is impossible to read his 
report of the condition of the finances 
of the country, without being con- 
vinced that he wishes to both largely 
increase the purchase and the price of 
bullion. Two things indicate this. 
He candidly admitted that the cur- 
rency of the country ought to be ip- 
creased, and that it could stand an 
annual increase of $50,000,000.

ic is the track over which hundreds of 
:\.gusands of cattle are driven annually 
to aiid from the feeding-grounds of the 
North and those of the South. 

lt also serves as the road from the 
ranges to the railway stations, when 
the marketable stock is to be shipped 
to an eastern destination.

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COLOSSUS OF RHODES. 


The Third in the List of the Seven Won- 
ders of the World. 

The Colossus of Rhodes was so called 
to distinguish it from other colossal 
figures, said by some writers to have 
numbered over 100, which, during the 
days of its prosperity, were set up in 
the “*City of the Sun,” as the capital of 
the isiand of Rhodes was poctically 
called. The Colossus came third-in the 
list of the seven wonders of the world. 
and was consecrated to the sun, the 
deity of Rhodes. It was made of brass. 
cast in sections, and is said to have been 
the work of Chares of Lindus, a pupil 
of the great Lysippus It was 20 cubits 
(supposed to have been 150 feet) hivh 
and cost the city about 300 talents, or 
$350,000 as we reckon money nowadays. 
Over 12 years’ work was spent on this 
earlymonster, which, with all its grand- 
eur, was destined to a very short career. 
Fifty-six years after its completion, 
in the year 224 B. C., according to Pliny, 
this gigantic emblematic figure was 
thrown down by an earthquake. The 
Colossus stood at the entrance to the 
harbor, with each of its mighty feet on 
solid stone foundations, ships in full 
sail passing and repassing between the 
gigantic legs. Deleperre, the historian, 
says thatit was not erected at the en-
